Soddie  depicts  the  hardiness 
of  prairie  settlers  who  built 
their  first  homes  out  of  sod. 

Superman  is  an  amusing  look 
at  the  invention  of  the  world’s 
most  famous  superhero  by 
Toronto  cartoonist  Joe  Shuster 
in  the  1930s. 

Naming  of  Canada  is  a light- 
hearted look  at  how  Canada 
may  have  received  its  name 
during  Jacques  Cartier’s  first 
meeting  with  the  Aboriginal 
People. 

Trout  portrays  Jennie  Trout’s 
struggles  against  prejudice  in 
becoming  the  first  woman 
licensed  to  practise  medicine 
in  Canada. 

Halifax  Explosion  features  the 
heroism  of  one  man  during  this 
1917  disaster  which  leveled 
large  areas  of  the  city  and 
killed  hundreds  of  people. 

Penfield  illustrates  this  famed 
Montreal  doctor’s  ground- 
breaking studies  of  the  human 
brain  during  the  1930s. 

Note:  Penfield  is  replaced  by  a 
minute  on  Frontenac  in  the 
French  minutes. 

Orphans  highlights  the 
generosity  of  French-Canadian 
families  who  took  in  orphans 
fleeing  from  the  Irish  Potato 
Famine  of  1947-48. 

McClung  provides  a lively 
insight  into  this  woman’s 
struggle  to  win  the  right  to  vote 
for  Canadian  women. 


Responsible  Government  is  a 
humorous  treatment  of  this  key 
development  in  Canadian 
politics  during  the  1840s.
